The British, striking quickly to prevent Madagascar ; 
falling into Japanese hands as a threat to Allied shipping in ' 
the indian ocean, advanced about 20 miles from the shore 
opposite Diego Suarez, and the French acknowledged loss of 
two of their three warships in a vain attack on British 
transports laden with men and tanks 
The French ships, sunk by British | ----------- 
naval gunfire, were the 1,379-ton 
submarine B evelers and the 7,110- 
ion auxiliary cruiser Bougainville. 
While the French said they were

WASHINGTON, May 6. The gov­ 
ernment today put a set of teeth 
in President Roosevelt’s advice that 
people ought to pay their bills and 
keep out of debt. 
With only a few hours’ notice, the 
federal reserve board put into ef­ 
fect last midnight rules governing 
the credit purchase of nearly every 
household item except food, drugs 
and cosmetics. 
Intended specifically to give force 
to the suggestion made by the Pres­ 
ident last week about getting out 
of debt, the rules were designed to 
keep people from using their credit 
to bid up prices that enter into the 
cost of living and to direct more 
money into war bonds purchases.

IN A G RO U P of people the other 
day, when it was mentioned that a 
neighbor’s baby had to undergo an 
abdom lh a I operation, someone said, 
"I didn’t know babies and children 
ever had such things," and everyone

expressed doubt as to the ability of 
a baby to stand such a procedure. 
As a m atter of fact, while the ne­ 
cessity for abdominal operations in 
children arises much less frequently 
than in adults, they are not at all 
uncommon and surgeons believe that 
ye mig persons are excellent surgical 
subjects, provided the treatm ent is 
conducted by qualified surgeons, the 
hospital equipment is adapted to tile 
needs of the infant and child, the 
anaesthetic is well-chosen and skill­ 
fully administered and that^certain 
special equipment and instrum ents 
that may be necessary are available. 
Even a new-born baby will toler­ 
ate an abdominal operation of con­ 
siderable magnitude. There are sev­ 
eral developmental conditions th at 
require surgery immediately after 
birth; for instance, diaphragm atic 
hrrnla or “upside-down stom ach’* 
and certain form s of intestinal ob­ 
struction. 
In early life. a few weeks after 
birth, a form of obstruction to the 
outlet of the stomach may make 
Itself 
known. 
The 
infant 
nurses 
greedily, only to vomit all the feed­ 
ing within a few minutes If allowed 
to go untreated, these babies lose 
weight and present a pitiful appear­ 
ance of em aciation. 
In children’s 
hospitals where large numbers of 
the patients are treated surgically, 
99 out of IOO are permanently cured 
by an operation on the stomach. 
Intestinal Obstruction 
The seventh or eighth m onth of 
life is the time when a certain form 
of 
intestinal 
obstruction 
is most 
frequently observed. This is a tele­ 
scoping of the bowel, or intussu­ 
sception. This comes on very sud­ 
denly. with evidences of severe col­ 
icky pain. causing the baby to draw 


his togs up. cry and become pale. 
Later, mucous and blood may be 
passed in the stool. The condition 
is relatively infrequent, but oper­ 
ation is the only known way to save 
life and should be done early. 
Ruptures of several types are seen 
in the young and operation is indi- 
t ited as the only fonn of treatm ent 
in most cases 
There is no reason 
why they should be allowed to linger 
on and no reason why a baby or 
chi’d who is otherwise well cannot 
be cured surgically at almost any 
age. 
T he end results of operation 
for rupture appea- to be better when 
performed in early rather than in 
adult life. 
.\rule Appendicitis 
No discussion of the subject of 
abdominal 
surgery 
in 
childhood 
would be comolete without m ention­ 
ing one of the great m enaces to 
young life—acute appendicitis. 
In 
childhood the appendix is placed 
low. 
is 
relatively 
laige 
and 
the 
omen* nm. which protects adults, is 
short 
Nature, in other words, pro­ 
vides none of the protections to chil­ 
dren with appendicitis that it does 
to adults. 
Surgical interference must be ef­ 
ficient and prompt In these cases if 
life is to be spared. In babies the 
recognition of colic and abdominal 
Iva In is naturally not as easy as in 
adults, the use of cathartics in any 
acute colic is to be avoided except 
under 
medical 
advice 
C athartics 
seldom do any good and may make 
a mild condition very much worse.
